





This is Slough’s first season in 
Division One, having won 
promotion last year along with 
Dagenham, and in their opening 
match of the campaign at Sutton 
on Saturday they did well in go- 
ing down only 1-0. A goal by 
Alan Ives, the former Tooting 
striker, gave Sutton victory six 
minutes from time. United had 
four internationals in their side, 
including Ted Powell, Larry 
Pritchard and Mick Preston.
